THE IAR LAND TROUBLES, 


No man can foretell the consequen- 
ces that may spring from the Land 
Leaguers’ agitation in Ireland. The 
troubles in that unhappy island are 
certain to produce great changes in 
the land laws. The Land League have 
three great objects in view—Free 
Sale, Fair Rents and Fixity of Ten- 


The present condition of the peas- 
antry of freland is deplorable. The 
tillers of the soil are not the owners 
of the land. There are 500,000 ten- 
ants iu Ireland. Two-thirds of the 
whole island are owned by 1,942 men. 
The 500,000 tenants represent that 
number of families, numbering say 
2,500,000 people, living on land which 
under the present system of tenure 
they can never call theirown. Near- 
ly all of the families are tenants-at- 
will, having no leasehold of the farms 
they cultivate, and liable to be turned 
out at any time at the will of the 
landlord. The improvements made 
by the tenant serve only to add to 
his rent, and thus his industry is par- 
alyzed. The rent is kept so high that 
it absorbs all the earnings of the ten- 
ant. Many tenants have become des- 
perate over the hopeless struggle, and 
have refused to pay any rent at all. 
The discontent with this state of 
things, which has been steadily grow- 
ing for generations, led to the forma- 
tion of the Land League, and has 
almost culminated in armed rebel- 
lion. 

What is the remedy for these evils? 
The demands of the Land League 
seem just and reasonable. The diffi- 
culty is to carry them into effect. 
The laws of primogeniture and of en- 
tail, by which great estates are kept 
intact in Great Britain, seem sacred to 
conservative English eyes. The de- 
mand of the Land Leaguers for the 
free sale of land strikes at the very 
basis of British aristocracy, tounded 
as it is upon the hereditary owoership 
of the land, It is impossible for the 
British Parliament to disturb the ex- 
isting relation between tenant and 
landlord ia Ireland without giving 
recogaition to the principle of State 
interference with the right of property 
in land. And if this principle should 
be recognized for the benefit of Ire- 
land, how can its application be lim- 
ited to one islaud of the Kingdom? 
With what show of equity could the 
Government deny to an English ten- 
ant the rights it had granted to an 
Irish one? This is the fundamental 
difficulty which meets the Gladstone 
Ministry at the start, and it is there- 
fore no wonder that the Conserva- 
tives are fur stamping out the agita- 
tion. 

A part of Parnell's scheme for re- 
lief is that “the Imperial Government 
shall buy out the Irish landlords (at 
an estimated cost of $1,35u,000,000), 
and convert the tenants ioto a peas- 
ant proprietary, who are to redeem 
their holdings by payments extending 
over thirty-five years.” This is a 
sweeping proposal, but it appears to 
be not impracticable. The Govern- 
ment laid comparatively as beavy a 
burden on the Treasury when it 
bought out the British slaveowners io 
the West Indies. Russia did as much 


ter should be attended to and coti ect - 
ed. It is of immense importance that 
the next generation of Italians should 
not grow up to de the 
curse to this country that 
their fathers are. The Italian vote in 
Washoe county has always been 
bought and sold. It isa shameful 
thing, whether the successful bidder 
was the Democratic or Republicen 
party. To allow their children to 
grow up in ignorance is to perpetuate 
the curve. It is courting destruction 
to our government. We hope the 
good citizens who are cogoizant of 
the facts will come forward and swear 
to complaints, so that the law may be 
enforced.

EDITORIAL NOTES, 


The agitation in Ireland has given 
us a new word which is likely to get 
& permanent place in the language. 
“Boycotting” is met with in the pa- 
pers every day. Boycott was a de- 
tested Irish landlord with whom the 
people of his section refused to hold 
any communication. They would not 
work for him, buy of him, nor sell to 
uim; ia short they refused to have 
anything at all to do with him. The 
same tactics have since been generally 
adopted by the Land Leaguers to- 
wards persons opposed to their agita- 
tion. Tradesmen who are ‘‘Boycot- 
ted are ruined by loss of custom, and 
a Boycotted“ landlord flads existence 
a burden in Ireland. 


Some wiseacres have becn pre dict- 
ing big things to happen this year, 
owing to the arrival alltogether of the 
principal planets to their peribelia.

Within the 
Alaskan Alps, he says, are scores of 
“Yosemite” valleys that far eclipse the 
famous chasm of California. From 
the summits of the Aleutian range 
mammoth glaciers flow down into the 
ova. In the interior of Alaska are. 
green and fertile plains where wild 
grasses grow to a height of six feet un- 
der the summer sun.

THE PRISON BILJS 

were introduced simultaneously in 
both Houses yesterday. Both were 
exactly the same, and provided for 
the location of the prisun at Reno, the 
same to be constructed as far as possi- 
ble by the prisoners, and appropriating 
$100,000. The Senate Bill was read 
and referred. Not so with the House 
bill, A spirited debate came up on 
it. Bell, of Nye, who introduced the 
bill, said it was for the purpose, as 
much as anything, of arriving at the 
feeling of the members ia relation to 
the prison and the insane asylum 
schemes. He proposed to move the 
prison to Reno, and re-construct the 
prison so as to make it suitable for an 
insane asylum, and to have the prison - 
ers do the work at both places. He 
said that the prisooers are now kept at 
an expense of $1 15 per head per day, 
more than he or any other member of 
the House paid for his board. If this 
is to be kept up, why not take the 
prisoners and board them at some of 
the first-class hotels of Carson, where 
they could; under contract, be main- 
tained at less expense. He showed 
that the boot and shoe revenue was a 
burlesque, and also that they could 
be made a self-sustaining institution 
at Reno. The Carson Tribut rather 
misrepresented Organ by accusing him 
of saying Reno is the most God for- 
saken place in the whole world, and 
that ifa sane person were placed in an 
asylum there, he would go crazy. He 
favored the prison scheme,but applied 
his remarks regarding the insane, pub- 
lished in the Zribune, to Carson and 
the Carson prison. He did say that 
the prison was the most God-forsaken 
place on the face of the earth, and on 3 
question of privilege, rose this morning 
aod asked the Carson papers to make 
the correction. The bill, however, 
was rejected in the Assembly, as a 
matter of courtesy due the Senate, a 
bill of like import having been intro- 
duced there which would be coasider- 
ed by the Assembly in regular order, 
The bill was called up in the Assem- 
bly this morning, and was read aod 
referred to the proper committee.

A STRANGE EPIDEMIC. 


Remarkable Mortality Among The 
Hens in the Western Addition. 


An epidemic appeared iu the West- 
ern Addition last week and laid many 
of its victims cold in death before 
anything could be done for their relief. 
A Reno physician was yesterday asked 
by a reporter for information about 
the plague, but he had heard nothiog 
of it. He was greatly interested 
in the matter until he learned that 
the epidemic was confined to the 
feathered residents. Richmond Smith 
was the next man interrogated. He 
said he had not heard of any hens 
“toppliog over” lately, but about this 
time last year some hens that he had 
on his premises were carried off mys- 

ly, perhaps by an epidemic, 
but more likely by a Chioaman, D. 
B. Boyd said that no hens bad died on 
his premises; in fuct, he kept no hens; 
but if any found their way into his 
yard they would be apt to die sud- 
denly. The result of his inquiries 
were, 20 far, discouraging, but the 
reporter pursued his researches, and 
in the person of Mr. Allen found an 
actual pecuniary sufferer from the rav- 
ages of the hen-destroying pestilence. 
Mr. Ailen observed last Friday that 
four of his fowls were in bad spirits, 
refused to eat, and squatted on the 
ground. Next day they died. Alarm- 
ed forthe safety of the rest of the 
flock, he administered to them a stim- 
ulating prophylactic in the form of 
cayenne pepper cuoningly disguised 
in mush. The pepper io their interior 
engrossed the attention of the birds 
for a day or two, and kept them from 
gadding about the neighborhood pick- 
log up the germs of disease, No more 
deaths nad ocurred among Mr. Allen's 


I fowls up to last night, and good di- 


gestion appeared to be waiting on 
their appetite. 

Mrs. Whitehead is said to have lost 
nine hens by the epidemic last Sat- 
arday,and it is stated that the destroy- 
er has prostrated a number of Mrs. 
Walrod’s fowls. The pestilence seems 
to have spent its fury, however, as no 
new cases could be found last evening, 
and none have been reported to-day.

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A Petrified Standing Tree. 

About sixteen miles from Reno in 
a northerly direction on, a conical- 
shaped mountain, between Deep 
Wells and Wilcox's, there is a stump 
of a petrified juniper tree standing up- 
right in the ground. The trunk is 
about eight inches in diameter, and it 
is broken off four or five feet from the 
ground. The wood is entirely petri 
fied, as hard as rock. All around on 
the mountain there are many frag- 
ments of petrified juniper wood that 
must have come from other trees.
